Mr.  Chairman 5 Ladies  and  Gentlemenj 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of 
p^ublic  health  and  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  Chailejr  Rural 
District  for  1963. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  area  compare  very  favoura !::il57'  with  those 
for  England  aii'"  Males  although  the  birth  rate  continu-^s  to  be  lower 
than  the  national  figure  as  it  has  be'n  for  many  years.  During  the 
year  the  comparability  factors  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  were 
revised  following  the  1961  census.  This  means  that  the  corrected 
birth  and  death  rates  now  approximate  much  m.ore  closely  to  t,he 
national  figures  than  in  recent  ^rears. 

Some  322  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year 
of  1/hich  302  were  cases  of  measles.  1963  was  a measles  year  as 
expected  since  measles  epidemics  tend  to  occur  every  other  x^ear  and 
the  last  outbreah  was  in  1961  when  357  cases  were  notified.  Measles 
continues  to  be  a notifiable  disease  in  spite  of  representations  to  the 
Ministry  to  remove  measles  from  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases. 

Many  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  including  myself,  believe  that  no 
useful  purpose  (other  tha statistical)  is  served  by  continuing  to 
retain  measles  as  a notifiable  disease.  Only  20  other  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  and  none  of  these 
gave  anxT-  cause  for  concern.  In  a^'Mition  l5  new  cases  of  pirlmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified  but  eleven  of  these  were  inv/ard  transfers 
of  previously  notified  cases, 

l-'Jhile  measles  continues  to  be  notifiable,  a disease  such  as 
Brucellosis  (caused,  by  drinking  milk  infected  with  the  orga.nism 
Brucella  A.bortus  from  infected  co^^s)  is  still  not  notifiable.  Not- 
ification would  enable  a much  more  accurate  picture  to  be  built  up 
of  the  incidence  of  this  disease  in  the  community,  estimates  of  which 
vary  from  100  to  over  1,000  human  cas^s  per  annum.  This  disease 
would  be  almost  e.ntirely  elimi.nated  if  all  milk  was  pasteurised,  before 
being  drunk.  In  Scandinavia,  the  disease  has  been  eradicated  as  an 
a.nimal  disease  and.  this  could  also  be  done  in  this  country  if  the 
problem  was  tackled  as  energetically  as  was  the  scourge  of  bovine 
tuberculosis.  At  the  prese.nt  time  there  is  nothi.ng  to  prevent  a 
farmer  from  selli.ng  a cow  he  knows  to  be  Infected  mth  brucella  in  the 
open  market.  This  is  a common  method  of  disposal  when  a farmer  has 
been  found  to  be  producing  brucella  infected  milk.  Pie  merc3.y  sells 
the  offending  animal  and  the  infection  is  introduced  elsewhere.  This 
is  obviously  a state  of  affairs  "-rhich  ^ould  no  longer  be  tolerated. 

The  East  Sussex  County  Cormcil  as  the  Local  Health  Aithority 
sought  the  opinions  of  the  constituent  District  Councils  on  the  question 
of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies.  Your  Council  accepted  the  re- 
commendation of  this  Committee  that  fluoride  should  be  added  to  the 
water  supplies  in  the  area,  A.t  the  present  time  the  matter  rests 
with  the  County  Council  who  have  postponed  a d.ecisiion  so  far.  I can 
only  reiterate  what  I have  said  on  previous  occasions.  A3.1  t.he 
evidence  shows  that  the  amount  of  dental  decay  in  the  population  can 
be  more  than  halved,  when  fluoride  is  present  to  Mie  concentration 
of  one  part  per  million  (1  p.p.m.)  in  the  water  supply.  The  h'enefit 
is  first  apparent  in  children  but  after  a number  of  years  these  children 
will  enter  adult  life  v.dth  sound  teeth  and  so  the  state  of  the  nation’s 
teeth  will  steadily  improve.  No  evidence  that  null  stand  un  to 
investigation  has  been  produced,  that  fluoride  occurri.ng  i?a  water  in 
the  concentration  of  1 pop.m.  has  any  harmful  effects  whatsoever. 


Millions  of  pooplo  in  various  parts  of  the  world  are  drin'M-.n,^  water 
that  contains  fluoride  in  a concentration  of  1 p.p.m.  or  more  without 
any  harmful  effects  hut  v^ith  oxcallent  teeth.  The  same  resiilts  are 
found  in  areas  whore  fluoride  is  artificially  introduced  into  the 
water  supply  to  raise  the  concentration  of  the  naturally  occurring 
fluoride  to  1 p.p.m.  The  state  of  the  nation’s  teeth  is  deplorable 
and  it  is  sound  preventive  medicine  to  remedy  this  by  artificially 
raising  the  level  of  fluoride  to  the  level  at  which  the  t'^eth  can 
benefit.  It  is  significant  that  apart  from  certain  trial  areas  in 
Britain  the  County  Borough  of  Birmingham  is  the  first  authority  to 
artificially  int'^oduce  fluoride  into  its  water  supply  ■'■rhich  serves 
a population  of  one  and  a q.uarter  million  people.  Birmingham  has 
always  been  known  as  a most  progressive  authority,  not  only  in 
public  health  hut  also  in  many  other  matters.  Also  of  significance 
is  the  judgement  of  the  Eire  Supreme  Court  that  the  Health  (Pl.uoridatJon 
of  V/ator  Supplies)  Act  I960  Eire  is  constitutional  and  that  the  Court 
did  not  accept  that  fluoridation  of  water  was,  or  could,  be,  described 
as  the  mass  medication  or  mass  admi.nist ration  of  ’drugs’  through 
water. 

Tho  outbreak  of  typhoid  in  A-berdoen  illustrates  that  tho  danger 
of  epidemics  of  i ifoctious  diseases  is  still  with  us,  and  tliat 
vigilance  must  ho  mai.ntained.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the 
ingestion  diseases 5 that .is,  those  diseases  caused  by  organisms 
entering  Lhe  bodj^  through  tho  mouth.  Methods  01  control  arc  chiefly 
prevention  of  boP''ol  to  mouth  Infection  by  sanitary  disposal  of  excreta 
and  provision  of  pure  food  and  drink,  kliilst  our  drinking  water 
supplies  can  be  considered  safe,  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  our  food 
supplies.  The  handling  of  food  all  too  often  leads  to  contamination 
with  the  resulting  outbreaks  particularly  of  food  poisoning  and 
dysGnter5^5  typhoid  is  now  normally  an  uncommon  diseaso  in  tho  country. 
If  food  was  handled  hygienicall5^5  this  contamination  would  ,:ot  occur 
but  standards  of  food  h.ygione  are  sometimos  deplorably  low.  Hand 
V7ashi.ng  is  essential  after  use  of  the  toilet  for  everyone  if  Hie 
risk  of  contamina wio'^  is  to  be  reduced.  If  a food  handler  noglocts 
this  precaution  ho  can  risk  tho  health  of  many  people.  TLie  general 
public  could  do  much  more  to  raise  the  standards  of  food  hygiene  by 
refusing  to  tolorato  an^^  insanitary  methods  of  food  handling.  They 
should,  complain  loudly  and  continuously  whenever  cooked  food  stuffs 
are  touched  by  hand,  whenever  they  are  served  with  dirty  or  chipped 
crockery  and  dirt 57-  cutlery  and  whenover  adequate  toilet  facilities 
do  not  exist.  There  is  a tendency  in  this  country  to  put  up  '.rith 
existing  condition  rather  than  to  complain,  but  the  more  complaints 
there  arc  about  those  unhygienic  practices,  the  more  the  v/ork  of  the 
public  health  department  is  helped.  Your  officials  can  01x157  do  a 
certain  amouat  - it  is  up  to  the  public  to  raise  their  standards. 

They  will  get  the  standard  of  sorvico  they  demand, 

I conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  appr' elation  to  tho 
Membors  of  the  Council  for  the  help  and  support  I have  received  from 
thorn  during  the  year.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr,  Kent  and  his 
staff  for  their  valuable  assistance,  and  to  the  other  officials  of  the 
Council  for  their  courtesy  and  co-oporation.

3£  In  order  to  compare  death  rates  and  birth  rates  in  different 
parts  of  the  count ryy  the  Registrar  General  supplies  comparability 
factors  for  every  district,  so  as  to  adjust  for  irregularities  re- 
garding age  and  sex  in  the  local  population.  Applying  a comparability 
factor  of  1.25  to  the  crude  birth  rate  of  14.1,  the  adjusted  rate 
becomes  17.6  which  is  still  belox/  the  rate  for  England  and  Males  at 
18.2.  Similarly  a comparability  factor  of  O.6O  applied  to  the  death 
rate  makes  the  adjusted  rate  10.7.  This  is  lower  than  the  rate  of 
12.2  for  England  and  Males.

Public  Health  Fa cilitios  pf  the  Local  Authority 

During  the  period  under  revieu  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  Rural  District  of  Chailey  also  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Borough  of  Leues  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  rleuhaven  and 
Soaford , 

One  Chief  Public  Plealth  Inspector  and  three  Public  Health  Inspectors 
carried  out  duties  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton. 
Ambulanco 


This  service  is  supplied  b^?'  the  East  Sussex  County  Council,  which 
arranges  for  the  three  ambulances  and  one  dual  purpose  sitting  vehicle 
stationed  at  Lewes  to  be  available  for  the  transfer  of  cases  into 
hospital  from  this  area,  with  the  folloT-n.ng  exceptions.  Cases  from 
Ditchling  and  Wivelsfield  are  transported  by  the  service  stationed  at 
Hayi/ards  Heath,  and  those  from  South  Heighten,  Peacohaven,.  Tarring 
Neville,  Piddinghoe  and  Telscombe,  by  the  service  stationed  at  ITei'iiaven, 

Both  infectious  and  non-inf ectious  cases  are  conveyed  in  the  same 
ambulances  and  arrangements  are  in  being  for  the  disinfection  of 
ambulances,  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  after  use  for  the  transport  of  an 
infectious  case. 

The  East  Sussex  County  Council  provides  facilities  for  the  trans- 
port of  tuberculosis  patients. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

As  in  previous  years,  the  East  Sussex  County  Council,  as  empoxfered 
by  Section  25"  of  the  National  Health  Service  A.ct,  1946,  has  arranged 
for  this  service  to  be  provided  by  the  East  Sussex  County  Nursing 
Association  through  the  District  Nursing  Associations, 

Hospitals 

•Although  there  are  no  hospital  facilities  in  the  area  of  the 
Chailey  Rural  District,  hospital  and  specialist  services  are  provided 
by  hospitals  within  the  areas  of  adjacent  districts.  These  services 
are  provided  in  Eastbourne  by  the  Eastbourne  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  in  Brighton,  Lewes  and  NeiA/haven  by  the  Brighton  and 
Lewes  Hospital  Management  Committee,  Both  these  Management  Committees 
are  in  the  area  of  the  South  Eastern  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
Board . 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  treatment  are 
admitted  into  Foredo;.m  Hospital,  Portslado,  Any  case  of  smallpox 
occurring  in  the  district  should  be  sent  to  the  River  Hospitals, 
Long reach,  Dart  ford,  Kent.

Water  is  abstracted  for  public  supply  from  Offham,  Norton,  Palmer 
and  Ditcliling  and  irork  has  commenced  on  the  construction  of  a large 
reservoir  for  impounding  the  river  at  Barcombe. 

Wain  supplies  do  not,  however,  extend  to  all  parts  of  the  district 
and  there  are  a number  of  Isolated  dwellings  vrhich  are  still  served 
by  individual  well  supplies  or  water  delivered  daily  in  churns,  the 
latter  principally  applying  to  property  oimed  by  British  Railways 
who  continue  to  shew  little  interest  in  the  improvement  of  theii? 
property.  During  the  year  samples  were  taken  from  the  thirty-seven 
properties  in  the  area  extending  from  Beddingham  to  Tarring  Neville 
where  no  main  suppl'?-  exists.  Of  the  thirty-seven  properties  sampled 
the  water  supply  to  tx\renty-one  of  them  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
and  representation  v/as  made  by  the  Council  to  the  Mid-Sussex  Water 
Company  who  are  now  preparing  a scheme  to  provide  a main  supply  in  the 
area . 


Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  were  taken  from  each 
main  source  during  the  year  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Set

Sewage  -Disposal 

There  has  been  excellent  co-operation  during  the  year  with  the 
East  Sussex  River  Board  in  the  matter  of  river  pollution  and  sewage 
effluents  i.n  general  throughout  the  District,  One  feature,  however, 
of  the  general  position  which  gives  rise  for  very/'  considerable  concern 
is  the  unbalance  i.a  the  matter  of  building  de'velopment  and  facilities 
for  seweri.ng  and.  sewage  disposal.  In  several  parishes  diiri.ng  the 
year  planning  consents  have  been  given  either  directly  or  on  appeal 
which  have  resulted,  in  the  overloading  of  existing  sewage  sy/stems 
with  a consequent  pollution  of  rivers  and.  streams  when  it  has  been 
abunda.ntly  clear  and  clearly  stated  that  to  grant  such  consc.nts  would 
have  the  result  referred  to.  There  must  be  inevitable  delay/-  of 
several  years  before  improving  the  overloading  of  sewage  works  in  this 
manner  and  the  ultimate  completion  of  sewage  works  exte.nsions  to  meet 
the  demand.  It  mi.-'.st  be  strongly  emphasised  that  this  is  unsatis- 
factory.;" both  from  the  public  health  point  of  view  and  the  river 
pollution  poi..'.it  of  view  and  from  present  indications  it  wouUd  semm 
that  this  process  is  likely  to  continue  and  even  accelerate.  This 
would  see'm  to  be  utterly  wrong.

private  properties  in  the  vicinity.  An  agreement  has  been  reached 
for  the  extension  of  the  se'vJers  together  I'/ith  a pumping  station  to 
which  a considerable  contribution  will  be  made  by  the  Trustees  for 
St.  George's  Retreat. 

River  Pollution 


Formal  applications  were  made  to  the  East  Sussex  River  Board 
for  formal  consoits  under  the  Rivers (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act, 
1961,  for  the  continuing  discharge  of  effluents  from  fourteen 
Sei'Tage  Disposal  Works  into  streams  in  the  Board’s  area,  Tirolve 
other  installations  had  already  received  the  necessary  consents 
from  the  River  Board, 

The  problem  of  pollution  from  farm  effluents  continues  to  be 
of  major  concern  in  tlae  matter  of  rivers  pollution  and  th-^re,  is  close 
co-operation  bet'\jeen  this  Department,  the  Agricultural  Service  and  the 
River  Board  on  the  matter.  The  vexed  question  of  the  discharge  of 
the  farm  effluents  to  sevrers  and  charges  thel*efor  continues.

Traffic  conditions  through  the  toums  of  Lewes  and  Neirhaven, 
particularly  in  the  summer  months,  cause  considerable  delays  and  loss 
of  efficiency. 


Anti-Litter 


The  Council  continues  its  interest  in  the  anti-litter  campaign 
and  continues  to  offer  a special  service  for  the  collection  of 
accumulationsof  rubbish,  bulky  obstacles  such  as  bicycle  frames  and 
old  bedsteads  as  before.  This  service  is  nov/  becoming  very  well  used 
and  one  vehicle  is  almost  continuously  in  use  for  this  purpose.  The 
results,  however,  are  apparent  and  worthwhile. 
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During  the  year  the  Council  entered  decorated  vehicles  as  anti- 
litter exhibits  at  two  carnivals  in  various  parishes, 

fiistblns 

The  dustbin  hire  scheme  continues  to  give  good  service.  At 
the  end  of  the  yar  the  number  of  dustbins  on  hire  exceeded  1,700, 

Cesspool  Empt ying  Service. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  continues  to  be  in  great  demand  and 
it  would  seem  that  in  spite  of  continued  extensions  of  sewors  through- 
out the  district  the  demands  on  the  service  are  increasing.  This 
is  due  to  several  factors,  including  the  increase  of  building  act- 
ivities in  the  area,  the  use  of  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  for  the 
maintenance  of  chc  smaller  sewage  disposal  installations  oTmod  by  the 
Council  and.  by  private  owners  and  also  to  the  need  for  increased  care 
due  to  the  activities  of  the  River  Board,  The  charges  for  this 
service  are  approximately  one-third  of  the  operating  cost,  tho  re- 
maining two-thirds  still  bei.ng  a rate  borne  charge,  Du.ring  the  year 
4,172  cesspools  or  tanks  v/ere  emptied  amounting  to  8,424  fui.l  loads. 
Disposal  of  this  matter  becomes  increasingly  difficult. 

Transport 

The  Transport  D'^partment  continues  to  care  for  and  mai.ntaln 
the  Council's  motor  vehicles  and  mechanical  equipment  and  a high 
standard  of  efficiency  is  achieved.  The  staff  of  the  Transport 
Department  are  very  conscious  of  the  need  to  m*ainta."n  a high  standard 
of  safety  precautions  both  as  regards  the  mechanical  compulsion  of  the 
vehicles  and  also  the  working  hazards  of  the  men  aiiployed  on  those 
vehicles , 


Nuisances 


During  the  year  eleven  Informal  and  one  formal  notice  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  were  served. 

Housing 

A steady  progress  in  the  issue  of  Improvement  Grants  was 
maintained  during  the  year.  Perusal  of  the  figures  given  below  will 
shew  that  the  Cou.acil  have  taken  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  that 
those  grants  offer  in  the  improvement  and  maintc.nance  of  houses  in  the 
district  and  the  figures  indicate  that  there  is  close  co-operation 
between  the  Council,  the  officers  and  prWate  owners  in  a sound  and 
proper  policy  of  implementation  of  the  4ct . Of  particular  interest 
is  the  fact  that  a number  of  terraces  of  houses  are  included  in  the 
latest  Grant  issue's  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  see  v/hole  terraces 
of  houses  bei.Qg  dealt  with  uniformly.  In  one  instance  a terrace  of 
seventeen  houses  has  been  most  excellently  and  economical.ly  improved 
including  drainage  and  pavement  improvements  to  a high  standard. 

It  is  very  obvious  that  by  making  full  use  of  this  Improvement  Grants 
scheme  the  Council  have  saved  very  many  houses  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  lost  for  letting  purposes  and  would  have  resulted  in  a much 
higher  cost  of  rehousing.  It  is  a regular  feature  of  the  routine 
work  in  dealing  with  disrepair  of  unfit  houses  to  combine  this  with 
information  concerning  Improvement  Grants. 

Standard  Grants 
were  approved  by  the  Council  and  39  Discretionary  and  20  Standard

Meat  Inspection 


There  are  txjo  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  one 
being  at  Wivelsfield  and  the  other  at  Ringmer, 

During  t,he  year  considerable  extensions  at  Wivelsfield  uere 
approved  and  completed.  These  extensions  have  resuHted  in  increased 
throughput  and  greater  efficiency  in  the  ha.ndling  of  carcases  and 
offal. 


The  application  by  the  cx.mers  of  the  slaughterhouse  at  Rdngmer 
to  enlarge  the  existing  premises  to  provide  modern  equipment  and 
refrigeration  facilities  was  refused  by  the  Minister.  The  ox.^ners  of 
the  promises  have  si.nce  had  ne\J  outline  plans  prepared  to  modify  and 
eniLarge  the  existing  premises  such  that  the  Council  do  not  consider 
that  on  completion  the  premises  will  constitute  a ”new  slaughterhouse”. 

It  x-Jill,  however,  provide  for  more  effective  use  of  the  promises. 

During  the  year  the  combined,  slaughtering  figures  have  gone  up 
by  approximately  205.  This,  together  with  the  Introduction  of  the 
Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  has  resulted  in  more  time  having  to 
be  spent  on  meat  inspection  and.  it  is  anticipated  that  b^^-  tiie  end  of 
1964,  when  the  alterations  to  the  Ringmer  slaughterhouse  should  be 
carried  out,  additional  staff  will  be  required  if  other  essential 
Public  Health  duties  are  to  be  properly  fulfilled.

Ho  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year. 

The  camping  of  itinerants  on  common  land  in  the  vicinity  of 
Chailey  and  Ditchling  continues  to  be  a problem  both  of  providing 
welfare  and  other  social  services  to  the  occupants  and  at  the  same 
time  preserving  the  amenities  of  the  District.  There  are  about 
ten  families  of  itinerants  who  can  reasonably  be  regarded  as 
’’inhabitants”  of  the  District  and  in  order  that  the  children  con- 
cerned may  receive  proper  medical  attention  and  a settled  education 
this  Council,  together  v/ith  the  Council  of  the  adjoining  iuthprity,  are 
to  consider  the  provision  of  a suitable  site  for  this  purpose. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

The  licensing  of  dairies  and  Distributors  of  milk  was  transferred 
to  the  County  Council  by  virtue  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Special 
Designation)  Regulations  I960,  and  routine  sampling  is  now  carried 
out  by  that  Authority. 

This  Authority  continues  to  sample  farm  bottled  milk  and  on  one 
occasion  when  Brucella  Abortus  was  isolated  the  whole  herd  was  quarter 
sampled  until  the  animal  excreting  the  organism  could  be  isolated.

Keeping  of  Animals. 

A.n  occupier  of  a bungalow  in  Peacehaven  was  convicted  in  the 
Magistrates  Court  for  keeping  sixty  or  more  cats.  An  appeal  to  the 
'Quarter  Sessions  against  the  conviction  was  partly  heard  when  the 
appellant  appealed  to  the  High  Court  on  a matter  of  law.  The 
application  to  the  High  Court  was  dismissed.  One  new  point  of  law 
was  determined  by  the  High  Court  in  this  case. 

Food  a Drug  s 

124  routine  inspections  of  food  premises  throughout  the  District 
were  carried  out  during  the  year.  Although  no  prosecutions  I’-ere

In  1962  the  total  of  notifications  received  was  171.  The  increase 
to  322  this  year  was  entirely  due  to  the  increase  in  measles  notificatic 
from  140  to  302,  The  increase  in  the  number  of  measles  notifications 
vjas  to  be  expected,  as  measles  epidemics  usually  occur  in  alternate 
years . 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  either  poliom^^elitis  or 
diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year.

Since  immunisation  was  first  introduced  there  has  been  a 
persistent  and  dramatic  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
also  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria.  This  fall  continued 
until  a year  or  two  ago  but  since  that  time  several  locally  severe 
outbreaks  of  diphtheria  have  occurred,  I cannot  urge  parents  too 
strongly  to  ensure  that  their  children  are  protected  against  this 
disease  since  almost  all  the  cases  and  deaths  occur  amongst  non-imm.unised 
children.  It  has  become  all  too  common  to  regard  diphtheria  as  a dying 
disease  and  to  think  that  because  it  is  no  longer  prevalent,  there  is 
no  need  to  have  children  immunised.  This  is  a very  dangerous  practice 
and  every  child  shouHd  be  iimnunlsed  during  infancy  and  again  at  the 
start  of  school  life,

During  and  since  the  recent  outbreaks  of  smallpox  a lot  of  confusion 
has  been  caused  to  the  general  population  by  the  arguments  for  and 
against  smallpox  vaccination.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  non  issued 
a Memorandum  on  Vaccination  against  Smallpox,  The  salient  features 
are  as  follows^-* 

Routine  Primary  Vaccination  in  Early  Childhood 

(1)  Optimum  Age  - Routine  primary  vaccination  is  not  nou 
recommended  in  the  first  fe\J-  weeks  of  life  but  should  be  done  before 
the  age  of  2 ^^-ears,  preferably  during  the  second  year, 

(2)  Confea-indicatlons  - 

(a)  exposure  to  infectious  disease 

(b)  septic  skin  conditions 

(c)  infantile  eczema  or  any  other  allergic  comdition  « these 
are  absolute  contra-indications  to  routine  primary  vacc- 
ination 

( d ) hypog amma globulina emla 

(e)  cortico-st eriod  treatment 

(f)  failure  to  thrive 

^ » Routine  Primary  Vaccination  at  Later  -tges 

(1)  -Although^  at  any  age  the  risk  of  serious  complications  following 
vaccination  is  much  smaller  than  the  risk  of  death  run  by 
those  exposed  to  smallpox  while  unvaccinated,  primary  vaccin- 
ation is  not  advised  as  a routine  after  early  childhood*  But, 

' if  not  performed  in  early  childhood,  primary  vaccination  at 
a^later  age  may  eventually  become  necessarj^  e.g,  when  serving 
with  the  armed  forces,  as  a condition  of  cmplo57ment  and  before 
und  ort  aking  foreign  .t  ra  vel , 

(2)  Contra-indications.  Consideration  must  bo  given  to  - 

(a)  septic  skin  conditions 

(b)  a history  of  or  the  presence  of  eczema 

(c)  hypogammiaglobulinaemia 

(d)  cortlco- steroid  treatment,  It  is  not  considered  wise  to 
"^^■accinate  routinely  patients  who  are  receiving  systemic 
cortico-st eroid  treatment. 

(e)  early  pregnancy.  On  general  principles  it  is  desirable 
to  avoid  the  use  of  a live  vaccine  during  the  first 
trimester  of  pregnanej^, 

C • Vaccination  in  the  urnsence  of  Smallpox 


The  object  is,  by  primary  vaccination  or  revaccination  as  soon 
after  exposure  or.  at  most,  i/ithin  three  days,  to  enable  the  individual 
to  gain  immunity  "co  smallpox  within  the  normal  incubation  period  of 
that  disease.  In  the  presence  of  suspected  smallpox  there  are  no 
absolute  contra-indications  to  the  immediate  vaccination  or  revaccinatxn 
of  all  close  contacts. 


SECTION  V 


Tuberculosis 

In  1963  fifteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  no  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tubercifl-osis  were  notified,  whilst  during  the  year  two 
deaths  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurred.  Of  the  cases  notified,  , 

eleven  pulmonary  cases  were  transfers  into  the  area  which  had.  previously 
been  notified  elsewhere.  A.  total  of  four  pulmonary  cases  never  pre- 
viousl5^  notified  remains  after  deducting  the  transfers  in.  One  new 
case  left  the  district  before  the  end  of  the  year  and  one  entry  into 
the  district  V7as  later  removed  from  the  register  as  ’’Recovered”* 

Details  are  given  in  the  following  table,  ’transfers  in’  being  in- 
dicated by  a ’’T.I,”  and  ’transfers  out’  b5^  ”T.O.”
